Six revetments built of logs end billed up with earth were completed «n the 
eastern edre of the field, and an additional three revetments were still under 
construction there, Three other revetments wore being built in the southeastern 
section of the field* Excavating, probably for more aircraft revetments, was 
in progress aft of the western hangars in the western section of the field * 

About 10 trucks were in operation at the construction sites.

On 28 October, an engine was hauled from the easternmost of the east-west 
hangars to the test stand where it was subsequently run up for about U5 
minutes* Between 8 and 8:30 a.m® on 5 November, an engine was running on 
the engine test stand* 

Parachutes were stored on the second floor of the former air force depot* 
S^me of the parachutes were folded and stored in piles while others were 
open and suspended from the ceiling* 

On 31 October, work was started on the officers building in the northwestern 
corner of the area of the former air technical school* The test stand near the 
repair hangar was being re-erected » 


On h November, officers carrying map cases were given instruction in the north- 
eastern build i nr of the installation aft of the middle hangar of the north- 
south hangars* I t he second member of the crew of the 

ground attack plane always was an NCO or a private* On 5 November, preparations 
such as cleaning and decorating of the buildings for revolution Day wore begun® 
About 300 artillery and engineer soldiers worked energetically on the shrapnel - 
proof aircraft revetments which were located in the area just north of the 
taxiway, south of the eastern half of the runway* 

On 7 November, 35 IL-28 and UIL-2 planes were well arranged on the eastern edge 
of the field, west of the raj Iroad line and in front of the hangars on the nor- 
thern ed> e of the field* Twenty-eight single -engine, low-wing monoplanes with 
in line engines w re parked in lines east of the middle one of tie north-south 
hangars * Three additional : lanes of an unidentified tyre were parked in f ront 
of the southern hangar on the western ed -« of the field* All "the rlanes v.ere 
probably lined up for parade on the -oviet holiday* On 1? November, 22 IL-28s
